'but justice seenns against you, urge up- 
on tho court and jury the vast import- 
ance of sustaining tho law. If on the 
other hand you are in doubt about tho 
law, but your client'a case is founded 
on justice, insist onj|tha'necQssity 6£ do-j 
ing justice, though tho heavens • fall." 
"But," asksd the son, "how shall I 
.Dianage a.caso whore both law and jus- 
tice are dead against me." "In that 
case, my son, talk round it ! 
talk , . round it 1" Tho Govern 
ernment organ having neither law nor 
justicor.on tbo side of its masters talks 
round <tlie'Tndependencc of Parliament 
Actand -tries- to exouso tlie illegality 
of the attorney-general in first accept- 
ing federal employment and his con- 
duct since in retaining his seat in de- 
fiance of the adver.se opinion of two 
out of three Supremo Court judges. 
Tw;o,inember3 of that tribunal havo de- 
cided that the attornej-gennral has 
broken his own law; that he has violat- 
ed .solemn pledges, torn down a pur- 
limentary barrier reared against cor- 
rupt practices, and seriously comprom- 
istid his government and tho House. 
Chx the bench a3 in the council cham- 
ber a majority rules, and the at- 
•torney-goneral was bound by pre- 
/and custom, if not by la.w, to 
vacate his seat immediately the ad- 
verse decisions were promulgated. In- 
stead of pursuing the course which any 
delicate-nunded ■ man wotUd not have 
hesitated a single moment in adopt- 
ing, he Kcciired tho passaj;s oE a bill 
to whitewash hia delinquencies and 
dragged the Lieut-Governor from the 
Hcclusiou of Gary Oastla to the 
House to give his (let us hope 
reluctant) consent to it. The 
attorney general's escape has not in- 
aptly been described as similar to that 
of^hira who got off by ihe skin of his 
t«}eth.' Tho only obstacle in the way of 
the Supreme Court issuing a wiit of 
injunction was tho absence of any 
machinery to put the law in motion. 
The verdict was Guilty, without qx- 
tenuating circumstances; und the at- 
torney general, to prevent even" the 
possibility of his being again caught in 
meshes that he spread for some - one 
else, has repealed the entire law, and 
raised tho black flag of the buccaneers 
of the Spanish main with "beauty and 
booty" inscribed upon iis folds. Any 
minister — any member of tho House — 
may accept a federal position, tempor- 
ary,or i^ermanept, and still sit in the 
Houiei and vote on questions that 
vitiilly aflect the interests of the Feder- 
al and Provincial Governments. Every 
safeguard has been swept away. Polit- 
ical bargain and sale have been legaliz- 
JHe jmoney-changers have taken 
possession b£ the' political temple and 
it wilP'^! require all the patriot- 
ism of the members of tho House 
to expel them. "VVo do not say 
that the attorney general actually sits 
and yotes in .the Hou.se with a Federal 
commission in his pocket;.l^tit'a daycbr 
two ago,, jwhen upbraided by a former 
supporter for having violated the In- 
^epenclence of Parliament Act, the 
honorable gentleman is reported to 
have remarked that he would not bo 
long there to be troubled in that way. 
The remark was very significant. Our 
jocular contemporary may regard 
the Independence of Parliament -as a 
good joke, and may adopt a rollicking 
tone in referring to our demand for a 
strong bill, to prevent corrupt practices 
ou the part of the e.xecutive. Judged 
by its antecedents no one expects to 
find in its columns evidence of tho 
possession of a nice sense of honor or 
decency. . Consequently, it is not surpris- 
ing;,t6 find it talking round the ques- 
tion; but the country does expect 
better things of the House, and looks 
to that body to pass such a measure as 
will render it impossible for a member 
of the ministry to barter away the 
future of the country iu exchange for 
a.Sederal billet, . ^ \ ■ < :

The papers, &c., rolaHiig to the ap- 
pointment of Hon. J. W. Trutcli aa tho 
resident agent of C.inada for ]?riti.sh Col- 
umbia at a salary of 85,000 per annum, 
with anallowanco of §5 per diem for travel- 
ing expenses when travelling, were laid 
before Parliament on thQ.7th inst. The 
instructions are lonj^, but tho following 
is a synojisis of their contents: — He is 
charged witli the entire management and 
udiiiinistration of tho lands in tho Pacific 
flldpeto bo transferred by the Province of 
British -Gbliimbia to' Canada for railway 
purposes; ..Avith. the obtaining of a state- 
ment of the condition, itc. ,ofall lands 
within- tho t^veIity miles railway belt; 
the establishment of a br.inch of tlio Sur- 
veyor-Goneral's odico either in Victoria or 
Now Wcstmin.stcr, as shall be found con- 
yehient, and to employ with tho approval 
of tho Council the necessary draughtsmen; 
with obtaining from tiie Provincial Gov- 
ernment tlio substitution of good lands 
elsewhere equivalent to' such lands within 
the railway belt as may bo valueless; with 
obtaining a survey of tho twenty-mile belt 
and to advise tlio Government in regard 
to tho Bamo,.aiid tho substitution of valu- 
abUifos volaeless lands; with exercising a 
general supervision over all Indian affairs 
in tg^ "Pacific! Province, and conferring 
with Mr." Superintendent Powell and 
other chief officers in charge.

THIRD PROVINGlArLEdlpWE. 

■ Thorsday, April 22. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

Mr. Smithe presented tho fourth re- 
port of the standing committee on private 
bills. Road and adopted. . 

Hon. Mr. Boavon laid before tho House 
statements of appifopriatioris''and expen- 
ditures from Jan. 1st to March 31st. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that, whereas 
the payment of taxes and licenses is 
evaded by the Chinese population tho Do- 
minion government be requested by this 
House to pass an act similar in its pro- 
visions to the Queensland act felativb- to 
the Chinese. • ■ 

Tho act provides that Chinese shall pay 
815 per annum for a free miner's liconso 
and for business licenses double the usual 
amount paid by other peopl6.p.'. Aiiy 
Chinese found mining or cai:iyihg 'on 
business without a liconso so paid for or 
any person employing an unlicensed 
Chinaman to bo liable to a fino not ex- 
ceeding §25, in default of payment to be 
levied by distress and in defaidt of distress 
imprisonment not exceeding three months. 
£fo Ohiaese shall be entitled;!::to.. be 
naturalized. • . ,r •;• 

The hon. gentleman said tho motion 
would be seconded by tho member for 
Now We.itniinster City. In assenting to 
tho moticn tho House would only be fol- 
lowing tho steps taken in Queensland and 
giving eflect to tho vote unanimously 
passed yesterday. With refercuco'to'the 
objection taken by tho hori. mothber for 
Victoria City (Mr. Wilson) that tho mo- 
tion would elfoct no real good other than 
keeping tho question alive, ho would state 
that in his opinion if the House failed 
onco it was its duty to try again and again 
aa Queensland had done. After briefly 
alluding to tho undesiraW? natiiire ;qf .the 
Chinpso population he asked tho Hoiise to 
puss the motion unanimously. 

Mr. Wilson said that yesterday when 
taking tho objection to tho motion ho had 
distinctly stated that ho did so be- 
cause whon at Ottawa Mr. Walkein had 
obtained from tho premier and members 
of tho Commons very clear opinions that 
they are not in favor of the Queensland 
act or any other restrictive legislation on 
tho subject. He thought tho wovd Asia- 
tic should bo altered to Chinese, as Asia 
included a whole continent in which there 
were many lands belonging to tho Crown. 
Ho doubted also whethoi'. the question of 
naiuralization would not be better omitted 
a.i tho matter ho believed was one entirely 
of an Imperial nature. Whilst speaking 
on the motion ho would say that ho would 
like to seo the finance minister oxert hini- 
solf moro strenuously to collect taxes 
from tho Chinese, 3000 or 4000 of whom 
now evaded taxation altogether. As ho 
believed in any step, however, which 
might possibly bring to an issue this im- 
portant question ho intended to veto for 
tho motion. Ho would like, however, to 
hear tho opinion of the attorney-general 
on the subject. 

The attorney-genoral said lie had littlo 
more to add to his previous report. Ho 
would state, however, that in the eastern 
provinces tho people wore not educated 
up to tho question and could not conceive 
wiiy a class of people, admitted to be ex- 
tremely industrious, was not a dosirablo 
class of immigratlonr He agreed that 
tho word Asiatic should be altered to 
Chinese, but would state that tho ques- 
tion of naturalization was entirely within 
tho jurisdiction of tho Dominion., Tho 
moasuro, if passed by the Dominion, 
would have to be submitted for Imperial 
assent. A bill could .. not bo passed 
simply by this House ■because tho 
Ottawa government could "not legislate 
on tho question merely by Order in 
Council. The premier had stated to him, 
in discussing the matter, that his govern- 
ment wore straining ovory nerve to build 
tho railway and (Sir John A. Macdonald) 
hoped that British Columbia would ab- 
stain from placing any oostaclos in their 
way on tho question of labor to bo em- 
ployed. 

Mr. Wilson thought it would bo wise 
to tell the Dominion Qovernmcnt that ■ it 
was ^only desired , to apply the Act to 
British Columbia, because there might be 
some peoplo in tho east who were really 
fond of Chinese. 

Mr. Ash, whilst submitting that tho 
motion should havo originated in com- 
mittee of tho whole, questioned whether 
the Dominion Government had any power 
to tax a pr'ivinco withonj; imposing the 
same tax throughout the Whole Dominion. 

Mr. Smithe pointed out that dif- 
ference between tho relative positions of 
Queensland and England and tho Do- 
minion and England. Queensland was a 
colony and not subdivided as was the case 
with tho Dominion. She thereforo oc- 
cupied a very different position towards 
England. He thought that the point 
raised by the member for ComdX was a 
good ono and that tho measure now under 
discussion was a stop towards the direct 
surrender of tho Province's right . to im- 
pose its own taxes. There could bo no 
doubtthat were tho tax imposed by Canada 
it would have to bo paid into tho I)ominion 
treasury. But tho moro serious question 
was that of precedent, for if in this case 
the House asked Canada to impose a 
local tax she could claim it to be her 
right to do so on subsequent occasions. 
Ho thought tho House should deal with 
the matter in a direct manner by submit 
ting an Act dealing with licenses imposed 
on Chinese which miglit meet with as- 
sent at Ottawa just as tho ono had done 
which prohibited Chinese from voting. 
Ho failed to see why the House could not 
deal with the License Act in amanner.that 
would reach the Chinese as the Act dealt 
solely with provincial matters. 

Hon. Mr. Boavon explained that the 
simple fact of tho Dominion Government 
assenting to such an Act by order in coun- 
cil would not be suflBoient to prevent its 
being upset in tho Supremo Court on 
grounds of unconstitutionality. It was 
never intended to ask tho Ottawa house 
to impose tho tax on Chinese for tho 
whole of the Dominion, but simply for 
this Province.. To. make tho matter olear- 
or^ 'however, he wouldsmdv^. 'm. hmend- 
ment :-=-That ' the' D6»flini6n'"G ovGrnmon t 
bo requested by this House to causo a 
bill to bo passed giving this Province 
power to pass a bill containing tho pro- 
visions set forth in tho motion. 

Tlio amondmont was out of order as tlie 
hon. gentleman liad already spoken. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys' alluded to the 
hardships caused by Ohinosq immigra- 
tion and regretted vei-y much that tlic 
House had not tho power to deal with 
the question in a direct manner. Wheth- 
er the Cantuiiansj agreed with British Col- 
umbia on the'question or not it wa.s nov- 
ortholess a fact that tho Chineso hero 
were cutting the gi-ound from under tho 
feet of tho whito men. There could bu 
no doubt that if tho railway and otiior 
federal works went ahead there would be 
a great influx, of^ population from Canada 
and perhaps -^EBifemTid'BJcpocting to obtain 
employmotttebut itf was'a.Bcertainty their 
expectations would^nofc be, realized i(. un-i

The long expected and much talked 
of report by Mr. Marcus Smith on the 
Pino River Pass route to British Col- 
umbia, accompanied by two other pa- 
pers, was presented to Parliament this 
afternoon. In this report Mr. Smith, 
in dealing with' tho location of tho 
roads in tho western division, lays 
down the proposition that tho road 
should run as much an ponsiblo through 
the fertilo belt, and ho then treats of 
the subject from a, colonization, com- 
mercial and Imperial standpoint^ the 
latter being' 'considered m'"f elafion to 
the defeucb'of the country;' ' The line 
by tho Yellowhead Pass to Burrard 
Inlet he condemns on these grounds: — 
(1) aa a colonization line; (2) it po'sses- 
sea no advantage over American lines 
for commerce with .^^iaj.(3) it is not 
favorable ' foi: national'nnterests; (4) it 
is not even a good Provincial line, aa it 
would serve but a very small portion of 
British Columbia, avoiding the mineral 
districts, which .ire the chief sources 
of the wealth of that Province: (5) tho 
cost of constructing tho railway would 
be heavy. The lino from Yellowhead 
Posa to Bute Inlet, ia-^defective, but 
slightly preferable to the former. Ho 
gives a long array of testimony favor- 
able to the route to Bute Inlot via 
the Pine River Pass, the advantages of 
which ho summarizes thus: — (1) Tho 
railway would not be dependent on 
through traffic for its earnings, although 
being on thb direct route to China and 
Japan tho traffic of these countries 
might in course of timo bo of impor- 
tance; (2) from Duck Mountain to Pine 
River, a distance of fully 900 miles, the 
line would traverse a belt of the richest 
agriqultural land.s in the North-west 
Teiritory; (3) Pine River Pass through 
the Rocky Mountains is so low, 
and the distance ia so short, that 
tho works of construction would be 
so moderate, and the gradients so easy 
that the difiicultios of crossing the 
mountain barrier would practically bean 
nihilated: (4) in British Columbia tho 
proportion of agricultural lands ia small 
on eitherroute, but on this it ia all avail- 
able for railway purposes — while on 
the other, being accessible from the 
coast by the waggon road to Cariboo, 
the land is all taken up. The minerals 
aro the chief sources of wealth in this 
Province and tho railway on this route 
would give access to tho richest min- 
eral districts both on the mainland and 
on Vancouver Island. The cost of con- 
struction would be reduced to a min- 
imum. From Bute Inlet the distance 
through tho Cascade Mountain to Lake 
Tattayjaeo^is sixtjj-twjo.imilesi^in ni\\!hich 
would be embraced' more' than ' three- 
fourths of tho heaviest works on the 
whole line, and could be constructed 
for five million dollars. Eastward of 
that the lino runs in valleys very little 
depressed below the general surface 
of the country, and therefore easy of 
access from every direction. (5) It 
would bo really a national line, run- 
ning through tho heart of the country 
and terminating at ono of thb best har- 
bours for foreign commerco on tho 
Pacific coast. Branches could be ox- 
tended from it in any required direc- 
tion at very moderate cost, as no largo 
rivers would have to be crossed and, 
another trunk line across the moun- 
tain ranges would never be re- 
quired. (6) It would afford by the con- 
struction of a branch line from one of 
the points before mentioned tho most 
direct practicable route across the 
American cprifcine^t' -tp" CbiUi^-' and 
Japan. (7) From ' a t'li6r6t5gh'''ynow 
ledge of tho country he states without 
hesitation that no other line will bo 
found with bo many ac' vantages and so 
few drawbacks, and it might be reason- 
ably expected that apart from its 
advantages as a colonization railway, 
which are incalculable, it would before 
many years yield a profit and prove a 
good financial investment. On May 
2nd Mr. Sandford Fleming reports to 
Sir Charles Tapper on Mr. Smith's 
memorandum. He claima that in tlie 
preparation of his report for 1878 he 
gave every consideration to Mr. Smith'b 
views, and that although they , were 
then again advanced no additional in- 
formation had been obtained. The 
whole of Mr. Smith's argument in 
favor of the Pine River Pass hinged 
on the ono assumption that the charac- 
ter of the country through which his 
projected liue would pass is more favor- 
able than that along the southern route. 
Mr. Flembg at considerable '-length 
proceeds to show that up to that., date 
little was known about the territory. 
It is now but fair to Mr. Smith' to say 
that the snrveying party sent out to 
oxploro the Peace Kivor district last 
BUinmer reported that the territory was 
marvellously fertile, and that ; ia view 
of this latter information Mr. Sandford 
Fleming reconsidered his report" quot- 
ed above, nnd recommended that the 
Government should not adopt tho Bur- 
rard Inlet route and commence the 
construction of tho branch iramediatBly 
but should send out another exploring 
party, and take such steps as would 
prevent the lands at tbe suggested 
northern terminus falling into tho 
hands of speculators. While the Peace 
River routo is not that referred to in 
Mr. Smith's projected lino, as above, 
yet the section of country reported on 
80 favorably is largely tho same.

St. Louis, April 19. — A. hurricane 
passed a few miles south of Springfield 
last night, doing immense dauiago and 
killing a great number of people. 
Deiths^^ "Imported on Jaines river 
six ''miler'BOUth* of Snriiigfield, and a 
great many persons are missing. Trees 
three feet through were torn entirely 
out of tho ground and telegraph poles 
twisted oS*. At 6:30 o'clock a furious 
hurricane struck the place and leveled 
air that- part'~'6i'''iown J lying-'' west of 
Centre Square flat to the ground. The 
debris immediately took'Tir^iEReverar 
places and flames could be^TeSffa^^pmC 
half dizen points by passengers on the 
train. Forty dead bodies bad been 
taken out and many more were sup- 
posed to be buried in the ruins or burn- 
ed up. There aro also many living 
stiltirnprisoned in the debris of falling 
buildihgal" ' ' 

St. Louis, April 19.— At Marsbfield 
brick as well as frame buildings wore 
torn dowa A train man just in says: 
"We did not see moro than half a 
dozen people as we ca.me through that 
town.^ "The 'place seeiiie^^^ deserted, 
The doctors and nurses who "came on 
our train from Springfield, about 30 in 
number, went from the depot alone to 
hunt up tho people, there being no one 
at the depot to receive them." A re- 
lief train went from Lebanon to Marah- 
field at daylight this morning with 
about ^0 doctors, nurses and helpers, 
and full supplies of provisions, clothing 
and medicine stores; also, materials for 
repairing. 

Tho tornado which caused such 
frightful havoc at Marsbfield last night 
passed entirely'^ through" Green" and 
Webster counties, following the course 
of James river in a northeasterly direo- 
tion. It struck tho St. Louis >S; San 
Francisco railroad in four places, and 
left it near Frank's station, 110 miles 
this side of Marsbfield. That place 
presents a tcrriblo appearanee, there 
not being more than a dozon houses 
unharmed in the entire to\vrL'.,The.- 
courthouse and many other ^buildings 
took fire, and soon the effects were of a- 
dreadful character. At ono houso two- 
children were found dead and another 
badly mangled, but still alive. • The 
parents could not be found. In another 
case a woman was lost entirely and 
seems to have been.carried away bodily. 
No details of the calamity have yet 
been received. The force of the wind 
stripped the bark frorn trees and lifted 
others entirely out of tho ground, and 
poles and wires were carried hundreds 
of rods into tho wbo'ds" .arid""fiea and 
knotted among the limbs of the trees 
like cotton strings.
